reft and pleasute, with the knonlcdge of perrons 
placea and erentf thet come incidentally with them, 
at the ameilcrt expenae, will be tore of a wcicoine 
•xamination at leart. 

I win aah y«Ni then In tahe paamge with me on 
one of the Kne siramera that j^y between Baatt.n 
and Portland. We leave the farmer city from ln> 
die wharf at aevrn o'clock, iftcr taking eor rapper 
on rhore, and paying a dollar for our fare. The (wh 
Kght ran down the harbor awd throngh llroad Sound 
into the Atlantic ir a beautiful one, and on a plena- 
ant eveningt of courre wr ahell lelect no othor, can¬ 
not fail to be mutt enfoyable. Tbo midnight pats- 
age, or from right to four, we para in pleaaant 
droamr; but if we ara early rifeir and wiah to ex¬ 
amine the fnagniheent acenrry of Portland harbor 
and obtain a hrrt viewof Ihe beautiful **f^ireal City" 
at early dawn, there wilt be ample opportunity to do 
to in the hour that paaaea before we reach our Und* 
iny, at hve o'clock in the morning. 

If we «i»h, alter taking breakfast, we can spend 
the forenoon in looking ortr thir interesting city, 
and leave by the 1.05 train, or we can take the 8.45 
tiain for Pabyan s via the Portland and (Igdens- 
burgh Rail oui. Pethapa,on the whole,this would 
be better since it will give us gn opportunitv to view 
aome of the hnest Kenea by thf beat Kght. In about 
three quarters of an hoot welrach Sebagn lake and 
probably leave many of our passengeri,for this 6 ne 
sheet of water, with its nv>ny islanda and rlcnsety 
wooded shores, offers many ani great inducements 
to the weary pleasure seeker, but we pass on along 
ita shore* for some miles, and strike off aerrat the 
couotry through a not very InvHing region towards 
the far famed “White Hill ’ of New Hampshire.— 
Another hour, and in the distance we see kerning 
up the grand sentinels that guard the outmoit pot's. 
At Conway,nn the left far away rises the maay-sti*- 
ricdChocu* na wiih its various peaks ibarply deflnrd 
h the morning sun. A few miles furtka*, at Nor h 
I Conway we I'a is in throngh the massive gateway in- 
I to the heart of ilie mountain region. On the right 
' ia Ihe pointed citadel of Kcatsage, towering more 
than three thousand feet into Ihe sky, while on the 
left, strwtchrs the frowning fortress of Moat Moun¬ 
tain. grim and forbidding enough to discourage the 
more familiar acquaintacce of any but the most de¬ 
termined climber. 

Hut we nuy not pause for more than a passing 
glimpse. The train rushes rapidly on through the 
interralc that U>rdeft thctmlnilent .^aco in its pass¬ 
age among the mountains, past Ihe “Glen Station", 
“Hartlelt", of which more anen, where we take an 
observation car, if the weather be line, and soon we 
round Ihe rough head of Hart's Ledge and are at 
the entrance to the world renowned “Crawford 
Notch"; then for nine miles the track lies midway 
along the mountain side, with craggy Crawford and 
massive Webster on the right across the Saco valley, 
while sharply above ns on (he left almost over our 
heads, rise Ihe comrade heights of Mounts Willey 
and Willard, the tatter for miles we seem striving (a 
pierce. We have already passed the (resale at 
Frankenstein Cliff, Ihe Willey Bridge, those woa* 
derlul feats of mechanical art. while at the Uittom 
of the valley many hundred feel below us we have 
seen the memorable Willey House, and recalled its 
tragic history. 

Hut the mountains seem to shut us in as we rush 
impetuously on, an«l where they almost touch, leav¬ 
ing Out barely roon» for Ihe hardly perceptible Saco, 
as it forces its way through the monstrous ledges 
and the carriage road by^itt side,we turn rapidly to 
the left thpHigh a deep cut in the mountain side, 
and ride iuto the gtade where stands the Crawford 
House with its busy thmng of idlers, with its beau¬ 
tiful IJtke and delightful walks and rides. We are 
now at the highest point of Ihe road and nearly two 
thousand feet above the sea at Portland harbor.— 
Still we rush onward and some three miles distant 
we come in sight of the Mount Pleasant House, and 
Fabran's, celebrated for their magnificent viewvof 
the Mount Washington Range, a few miles on the 
right, und their own dismal surroundings. 

At Fabyan's we stop for an hour, take dinner if 
we with, and look through the immense throng if 
happily we may find some familiar face among them 
all,before we start orTour return. At “Crawford’s",

My fricnit, Arnold Percy, !■ onsbler in n 
bank. Our friendship dates bock to boy.

We are not very old; I am tliirty, and 
be U two yiwrs younger. We an both 
well to do in the world. There is 
scarcely a scheme for the material ml- 
▼anoement of the city in wbiob we live

Keoly'a stockboldera, fsorlag lest be 
ahonid dis with all hla mulo in him, 
aad Itswe hla maoblae not m a foroe, 
but M a pnisls to poaterity, proenred aa 
ardor from tin court iwiniring tha in- 
wentor to make oa aato-mortam atota- 
meat, so to apeak, to an expert to be 
appointed by the court. Tbii expert, 
Boekel by name, aad by repute. It la 
said, on emineat engineer, baa been 
appointed, sad alter attempting for lome 
weoki to plnok the heart ont o(,Hr. 
Keoly’a myatory, bu mode a report in 
which be eeto forth that Koely bu dia- 
covered a new motive powor, that the

But aasuming, as it k euier u 
well oa pleasanter to do, tho honesty nnd 
oompetcncy of the reporter, his report 
does sway with the hypothesis of a 
steam engine In the oellar, by which In- 
ercdnlou pereons have endeavored to 
explain away the results reached by 
Keely. It seems likelier that Keely has 
really discovered a new foroe, the nature 
oi which neither be nor anybody else 
knows mnoh about.' This la not at all 
surpriaing when we reflect that eleotrioi. 
ty, for example, lias been knosvn in its 
results since the beginning of history, 
while no successful effort wu made even 
to assert these results until Franklin's 
time, and it ban only been In our own 
generation that the foroe lUelf baa been 
practically utilised, qpd we have gone 
only far enough to see how inimitably 
further our aucoesaors may go. It la 
quite passible both that Kcely'a diaoov- 
ery is of the first Imporianoe, and that 
nobody now living may see any praoti ■ 
cal good come uf It, Meanwhile Keely 
la auatainod by tbe court’s expert in tak¬ 
ing Qalilco’a ground—E pur al muove.

But the present 
gntdo of work you ndmiro is younger 
I still.

Directly opposite MuTmic Block on 
Wasbiiigloii street hIiuiiN liie big brii k 
structure, formerly, and we presume at 
present, known ns the Deacon ilotne, 
though the niiu who hnilt it and gave it 
Us name has lung since occupied vci> 
much iinrniwcr ipiarlcm. Hu lu.iiriuu 
a Miss Barker whu brought iiiin n large 
fortune, and they vii>ltcd rniiiee, where 
the prouuncialiuu uf their name hcc me 
changed; am) it was a standing joke 
atiioug friends that Mr. 1>. lefi Boston 
acleacou and returned to the Huh a 
Doa'cong - a hi Dorii. While abroad, 
so it Whs said, lie .iml his wife vlsiu d a 
French chateau and wi n* so ehnrmed 
with the style thcriMif that they «k-culi*il 
to favor Boston with n sight of a simi¬ 
lar building. We dou’t know huw 
much truth tlicro was Jir tlio ehaleiiii 
story, but siMin after tiuir return liu 
bricks were comuiuuced to be piled f • 
gctlicr for the erection t»f the imp .siog 
structure whicb it was expected auiilil 
exciie tlie admimtiuQ of all lieholders. 
WedouHkuowliuw many people diii ad¬ 
mire what they could .see uf it, hut the 
bouse was almost entirely surrounded hy 
an unsiglitiy brick wall,ns we reincmher 
it, about ten feet high, which euliicly 
hid from the sight of the jmblie the sup¬ 
posed beautiful grounds witliiii. The 
style certainly did not take for there 
h-is been no attempt motle, thiit ac 
know of, to iiuilatc It. A few years 
since the public liiid au opp(»nuiiiiy to 
view lliu lutcriur uf the chateau, wiieii 
Uie funiiture was dw)K>8eil uf at auctiuii, 
and hundreds, wo do unt know bui we 
might safely say tliousands, linU cuiios- 
ity enough to viitit tiie place. It ix 
hardly uecessury to odd tlmt the desire 
to possess some thing which cnnii‘ from 
the Chateau Deacon caused tieaily 
every article odered at the sale to bting 
a fabulous price. Some years ago the 
brick wait was taken down, at tlie time 
the building was sold. This aiidcd wry 
much to the appearance of the estate. 
The building has since been occupkd 
as a fashionable rtstauraiU—a kind uf 
Boston Delmouico^s.

IRTBEESmO IETBITIOI.

A fair 
approximation being found by a first 
application of the mocliino, a very mcKl- 
crate amonnt of straightforward arithme¬ 
tical work suffices to calculate the rosiiV 
nal errors and allow the machine to 
reopplied to calculate the corrections ;

accuracy thus obtainable by ssccessive 
approximations. It is asocrtaipeil by 
Prof. Thompson and other experts, whu 
have oiiereted this machine, that tho 
exceeding easiness uf each application 
promises well for its real nscfolness, 
whether for cases in which a single 
application is adcqnsie, or for others in 
which accuracy is reached after sncces- 
•ive approximations.

It bM often been said that there is no 
doepotism in tbe world equal to that 
exorcised by ihe captain of a vessel when 
at This, of course, docs not apply 

to yachts, for those aro not registered 
vesse^ bnt tail under a license, and the 
captain of such a craft conld bo dis¬ 
charged by the owner when in mid-ocean 
if for any reason the owner found foult 
with bis management. But with mor-r 
chant vessels when once ont of port tho 
authority of the captain is, by the laws 
of every nation, snpremo. It is nccessaiy 
that this shonld be so. A ship when at 
sea reproftents a number of diflerent in¬ 
terests ; those who own tho vessel, those 
who own the cargo, those that insuro the 
hull and its contents, and thou loit, but 
not least, are the lives of crow and i>os- 
sthly of |)asseDgen. 

There mnst be a reiuonMble directing 
head, armed with tho legal power to en¬ 
force any order ho may think noco-snry 
for tbo proteidion of these diffenmt in¬ 
terests, und this antbority could bo 
lodged nowhere bnt with tho captain. 
His judgment may bo at fault, but if at 
the end of a voyage, he can make oath 
that bo considered wkat he did to bo 
noceasary for the proteclion of tl>e inter¬ 
ests intrusted to his keeping, it is almost 
iDi|>os8ible to punish him for bis mis- i 
tokos. An example of this arbitrary i 
power was given some years ago by tho i 
captain of a merchant vessel sailing from ' 
0110 of onr Atlautio porta. Tho ship was 
hound on a voyage to tho west coast of 
South America, aud her owner invitcil 
oue or two ot his friends to go down tho ' 
bay in her and return on tha pilot boat. 
Wiieu onUide, tho weather became sonae- 
a list threatening, and the pilot boat was 
not immediately on hand. Tho esplain i 
had long cherished a ^dj;^ against the i 
ovrnor and saw in tbe situation an opiior- i 
tunity of rovenging himself. In spito < 
of command and then ol appeals modo 
by tlfl> owner, his friends and the pilot, 
he put his vessel upon her cour^ and 
■ailed out to sea. Hin involuuto^ pM- 
sengers were of course, in a wretchiMl 
state of mind, coming, m they did, 
wholly nnpro{)arod for a voyage around 
Capo Horn, end well aware that their 
relatives and friends would liave doubts 
os to their existenoo. This i-anxed tho 
owner to resort to methods which led 
tbe captain to construe to bo mulinons, I 
and hence he had the former placeil iu 
conllnemeul, while the entire {tarty, witii 
tbe exception of the pilot, wero treateil 
very much os if they had been common 
sailors, so far os their food supply whs 
concerned. When tbe ship afriveil ut 
her port of destination the captain was 
instantly dismissed ; but tliat was all 
the punishment that could 1^ visitcil 
upon him.

More than thirty years ago, while 
living npon the old horaest^ in the 
erotera part of the county, after plant¬ 
ing waa generally done, a piece was 
broken np in the sheep pasture and 
planted with small, and very small, 
potatoes, |iarUy as an experiment and 
partly b^nse seed was scarce and dear, 
llie rale waa, if my memory eervee me, 
one small, or two very small ones, to the 
biU. (There is another size, tbe exceed- 
in^ily small, not included.) I was snr- 
pnsM to harvest an excellent crop, not 
exoelled by any on tbe torm in quantity 
or size of tnber.—Corr. Cultivator. 

Carefnl experiment among tormers 
proves tbat for all geueral purposes it is 
better to allow the horse to remain un¬ 
shod. Excepting cases of ice and snow, 
it to thought tbat horses travel better, 
are much more healthy and strong if 
allowed their own feet instead of tbe 
heavy ahoe. A sharp shod horse it is 
trae will not slip and can pull a load 
when a smooth horse, or ono witfaont 
shoes, wonid utterly toil in pulling. But 
horses at beat are not kept sharji. Tbe 
shoe becomes smooth and tbe horse is 
tor more likely to slip than be would l>e 
with no shoe at all. XiOt the horse have 
his nature aa much as possible, and ho 
will not so soon become nselpM from hia 
labors. 


NEW HOnVKMEEFI.Utt HECEIPTM. 

Spice cake : One and one-half cups 
butter, three cups sugar, one cup sour 
milk, five cups flonr, five eggs, one tea¬ 
spoon soda ; cinnamon, cloves, nutmeg, 
allspice, each one tea-spoon ; one i>onmi 
raisins. This will make tbo cukes of 
usual size, and will kt ep for two 
months. 

Sauce for boiled chicken : Take two 
eggs and boil them bard, with the livers 
of the chickens. Cnop thorn fine, adding 
a small quantity each of tbvme, lemon 
peel and salt; also lemon jnice, if you 
desire it. Mix sU well together. Melt 
half a pound of butter, keeping it as 
thick as possible, and stir it in. 

Oyster fritters : To the liquor of the 
oysters add the same quantity of milk, 
three eggs, a pinch of salt, and flour 
enough for a batter ; chop tho oysters 
and Btifjinto the batter. Bake in butter 
aud lord. Tbe grease must bo very hot 
and the fritters taken rapidly from the 
griddle as soon as they are yellow brown, 
^nre immediately. 

Oyster pie : Line a dish with a rich 
puff paste and fill tbe dish with crusts of 
light bread, aud cover with a top crust 
of paste. Butter well the edges of the 
dian. Cook the oysters os for a stew 
beating in two eggs aud two tea-8)>oon- 
fuls of cracker ernmba They should 
stew five minutes. Lift tbe top crust, 
take out the crusts and pour in tlio hot 
stew. 

Spanish buns : Four eggs, three- 
fourths of a cup of butter, tiro cu{ia of 
sugitf, beat butter and sugar to a cream, 
and^eggs separately, ono cup of milk, 
one Uble-spoouftil of cinnamon, two 
cups of flour. Bake in a sludlow pan, 
like soft gingerbread, and when done 
spread over the top a thin icing made of 
the white of one egg. a little sug..r, and 
half a tca-apoonfnl of cinnamon. 

Green tomato catsup : One |>eck to¬ 
matoes, iix pods red peppers, or one 
tea spoonful pulverized, four tablc-spou- 
fol salt, four Ublesixionfuls black 
pepper, one tabli^ spoonful of muHtard, 
one tai>le-spoonful ground cloves, one 
iablo-spoonful allspice, two quarts white 
wine vinegar; cook tomatoes and |K*ppors 
in vinegar until soft; then strain, aildiug 
all the spices, and lioil slowly five hours ; 
when cold, put iu bottles and S(*al. 

Bolls : Pour one pint lioiliog milk 
over one ipurt aiftetl flour, two table¬ 
spoons sugar, two of butter, one of lard, 
and a littie salt ; when lukewarm aild 
oue-holf cup of yeast ; mix i*arly iu the 
morning ; knead at noon, Oililiug flour 
enough for rolls ; when light, roll thin ; 
ent with a biscuit cutto ; roll ubloug. 
spread a little butter at one end and roll 
over; place lu paus : let tfieiu lisi*, and 
Itake ten or fifteen luinutes. These are 
nice for biscuit, and should be spongoj 
at night in cold weather.
